uary 29, to officially dedicate the 
system, 


Also, the control and operation of 


the system was transferred from the 
U. S, Army Corps of Engineers to 
the Choctawhatchee-Pea Rivers Wa- 
tershed Management Authority and 
the State of Alabama. 

U, 8. Congressman Terry Everett 
was the keynote speaker for the cere- 
mony held in the courtroom of the 
Elba Courthouse, 

Everett noted that this project was 
an excellent example of moniey be- 
ing well spent benefiting more than 
300,000 people who live in the river 
basin. 

The project received $300,000 in 
federal funds and $100,000 from the 
state, 

The ALERT Flood Warning Sys- 
tem consists of thirteen remote 
stream and rainfall gauges, one rain- 
fall-only gauge and four data repeat- 
er stations located at strategic sites in 
the basin. These gauges will report 
at predetermined times to provide 
rainfall and river stage information 
to the central computer centers locat- 
ed in Elba and Geneva. 

The centers utilize the latest state- 
of-the-art flood routing computer 
software developed for the National 
Weather Service River Forecast Cen- 
ters to analyze the data received 
from the monitoring stations. 

The National Weather Service 
will access the data through a com- 
puter modem for use in their River 
Forecast Center in Atlanta, GA. 


Warning time for residents of 


Elba, Geneva, and surrounding areas 
will be increased by 6 to 30 hours 
depending on the rainfall patterns 
experienced, 

After the floods of 1990 and 
1994, studies were made to develop 
alternatives to alleviate the magni- 
tude and impact of such floods. 


The U. 8. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers and the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service considered 
structural and non-structural meas- 
ures during theses studies. 

It was decided that the most cost 
effective solution was to provide a 
flood warning system (ALERT) and 
to train local personnel in flood 
fighting procedures.

Brunson was both a teacher and 
principal in the field of education for 
31 Ae He served the citizens of 
Coffee County as probate judge for 
12 years. 

‘Since I was born and reared 
within three hundred yards of Pea 
River and my mother and father 
owned land which is hounded for 
three miles by Pea River, I have al- 
ways had a great love for it,” said 
Brunson. 

“As a boy, I would sit on the bank 
of the river and try to imagine what 
early life was like. I have attempted 
in this book of factual stories to re- 
flect what I have learned about the 
early life of this area.” 

Brunson is very quick to ac- 
knowledge the help of many, many 
individuals who assisted hirn in writ- 
ing this book as well as several oth- 


ers.

many different people,” he said. 
“Every generation has its own mo- 
ments of excitement. Important 
things are remembered for a lifetime 
only if they are passed on to younger 
generations.”

While our survey wasn't official, we talked to several South Ala- 
bama legislators last week who voiced their position and said what 
certain other lawmakers were expressing.

North Alabama lawmakers are apparently 
united against the bond issue plan; Birmingham lawmakers don’t 
like the small portion their area is getting; South Alabarnr lawmak- 
ers don’t like it for the same reason. Then there are some o, the old- 
et heads who are asking, “What happened to that 5¢ gasoline tax I 
voted for that was to get us all our road needs ‘‘on a pay as we go 
system."’ As we opinionated ... the road bond issue is dead in any- 
thing like its present form. 


The January issue of Alabama Business Monthly included inter- 
views (or in some cases, responses to written questions) with mem- 
bers of the Alabama Supreme Court. Elba's Judge Terry Butts was 
interviewed by our friend, long time political reporter Bessie Ford, 
who ain’t easily fooled by political doubleta'’. It was interesting to 
read how Terry responded to the tort reform issue. He keeps both 
business and lawyers happy by being for “any kind of reform as 
long as it is meaningful.” He also “wants state leaders to deal with 
tort reform, particularly punitive damages, and send their solution 
to the voters as a constitutional amendment.” You can’t go wrong 
letting the people vote on the issue.

‘Butts’ flair for energizing audiences when he speaks about civic 
responsibility has prompted speculation that he may be tuning up to 
run for governor. Butts said he is flattered by such talk, but he in- 
sisted that he has not encouraged it. He said his themes may fuel the 
speculation. He laments, for example, that there is not enough ‘vi- 
sionary leadership’ in Alabama. ‘I think in my heart of hearts that a 
governor could bring together the warring factions on tort reform,’ 
he said.” End of article.

New Funding Plan to Focus on Southern Veterans 


The U.S. Department of Vet 
erans Affairs has reached the conclu 
sion that the South is becoming the 
home of choice for more and more of 
America’s veterans. 

As aresult, the VA is forming 
new guidelines to allocate additional 
funds to the South and Southwest 
while shifting money away from other 
regions which are experiencing vet 
eran population declines. 

The veteran population in 
America has experienced substantial 
shifts over the last 15 years. North- 
east states like Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, and New York 
have seen veteran reductions ranging 
from 16 to 25 percent, while South 
eastern and Southwestern states have 
witnessed growth of anywhere from 
eight to 26 percent. Leading the pack 
are Florida and Arizona. 

On January 14, the VA an- 
nounced it would use a new alloca- 
tion formula that ties funding for 
each of its 22 geographic regions 
(called Veterans Service Integrated 
Networks, or VISNs) to the numbers 
of veterans that each region serves. 
The VA took this action after being 
told to do so by Public Law 104-204, 
passed in 1996, which requires the 
veterans agency to develop a plan for 
the equitable allocation of health- 
care resources, 

The regions which would face 
reduced funding as a result of the 
new VA plan will mainly be north- 
eastand midwest. These regions will 
be encouraged to shift care-delivery 
from inpatient beds to outpatient clin- 
ics where appropriate, eliminate un- 
necessary administrative costs, con- 
solidate facilities, and reduce dupli- 
cation of clinical services.

Shifting funds to meet the need 
just seems like common sense. But 
as with most things in Washington, 
the obvious often proves illusive. 
Truth is the VA for years has failed to 
adjust its medical care practices to 
account fully for veterans’ migration 
to Sun Belt states 

Now that more and more vet 
erans are seeking warmer climates, 
the VA can no longer justify routing 
more funds to the Snow Belt states 
over the southern states. And it has 
spent the last year developing its new 
plan to address this long-standing 
inequity, 

The new VA funding alloca 
tion should have a positive impact on 
states like Alabama, which have 
maintained their traditionally high 
number of veterans 

The State boasts a veterans 
population of 427,000; the number of 
actual veterans residing in southeast 
Alabama is approximately 60,000, 
Some 35,000 of these veterans will 
soon be within reach of a new 
Wiregrass veterans outpatient clinic, 
which I announced last October. The 
new facility is currently in the devel- 
opment stages. 

As a member of the House 
Committee on Veterans’ Affairs and 
Chairman of the Veterans’ Subcom- 
mittee on Compensation, Pension, 
Insurance and Memorial Affairs, I 
applaud the VA's efforts to address 
budget inequities for veterans ser- 
vices.

The Way to Repentance 


(Pvt 1) 

Repentance, despite many Nc adive misconceptions, brings great joy and 
new life, Because of this, nothing is more important than finding the way to 
repentance. The first step towards repentance is to realize the fact that we 
do not have repentance, This is fundamental, for since the fall of man there 
is nothing we lack more than this one thing. It is the lament of all the proph- 
ets. It is God's lament over his people. John the Baptist lamented over this 
and finally Jesus Himself lamented, saying, “Would that even today you 
knew the things that make for peace...."(Luke 19:42), We are apathetic and 
indifferent towards our sins, and we are usually not disturbed by them at all, 
We are more likely to weep over what is done to us, or over difficult cir- 
cumstances that come our way, We weep over our sorrows, troubles and 
disappointments, Each one of does so, for this is our human nature, Not 
everyone comes to the point of true contrition and repentance and weeps 
over his sins. Such reactions are foreign to human nature, The human heart 
has a way of thinking it is always in the right and has no need to weep over 
its sins, By nature we are self-confident and impenitent, We blame others or 
even accuse God when we do not understand His ways, 

Having taken the first step and realized that we do not have repentance, 
we come to a second realization, namely that we cannot bring ourselves to 
repentance, No one is capable of changing his own hard heart into a soft, 
contrite heart that is able to weep over its sins. It is a gift of grace from 
Heaven when this is accomplished in us, for we are totally unable to do so. 

Once we have realized that we are lacking repentance and that we cannot 
bring it about ourselves, it is essential that we do not get stuck here but look 
in faith to the Lord, Jesus Christ. We have a God who performs miracles, 
and that is our comfort. God wants to perform miracles. He says, “Is any- 
thing too hard for the Lord?” (Genesis 18:14) It is a joy for Him to create 
something in our hearts fiat is not there by nature, and He does so through 
the Holy Spirit. To the glory of His name He is able to melt even the hard- 
est of hearts. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ came to break our hard-heartedness and self- 
righteousness, and to make our hearts humble and soft, so that we can weep 
over_our sins,.When Jesus destroyed Satan's power, He also made possible 
the destruction of our hardness of heart and our blindness toward our sin. 
Jesus’ victory on the cross opened the way for us to be able to weep over 
our sins. There is hope for us to become broken, not only weeping over our 
Own sorrows, but weeping genuine tears of repentance for the suffering that 
our sin brought ts God and to our fellow men. Thus, Jesus’ call, “Repent!” 
is also a promise, for he does not require anything without giving us the 
power to fulfill it. He sacrificed His life for us at Calvary so that through 
Him we might experience God's gracious gift of repentance and find 
cleansing and salvation through His blood. The way of repentance is a 
blood-stained way.

A better understanding of tumor 
biology and improved surgical inter- 
vention means 85% of patients with 
melanoma detected at an early stage 
can be cured.

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Elba City Council amends operating budget

The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to amend the 1996-97 
operating budget upwards by a total 
of $175,150. The largest increases 
are in the police department and the 
recreation department. There were 
also adjustments made in the pro- 
posed Capital Improvements Fund 

-——-(vehicles, buildings, 

Mayor James Grimes explained 
to council members that he and the 
bookkeeper had spent several days 
reviewing the finances and felt this 
was for the good of the city and the 
community. 

The mayor noted there was no 
money, even in this amended bud- 
get, allocated to putting a new roof 
on the police station. He reported ef- 
forts have twice been made to stop a 
leak, and if it continues to leak, only 
a new roof will solve the problem. 

The council was unanimous in ap- 
proving the changes. 

Grimes also reviewed the annual 
audit for the past year. He noted the 
numbers indicate the city is in a 
good financial posture, but that 
doesn't mean there is a lot of money. 
He continued by explaining there is 
enough money to run the goverm- 
ment and replace some worm out 
equipment but he doesn’t see enough 
money for a major street resurfacing 
project this year. 

The mayor noted that the ending 
balance in the general fund was up 
by $246,248 from the previous

He asked that AEA members call or 
write their legislators within 24 
hours after receiving his letter. 

A group of Elba teachers were 
present at the board meeting for the 
expressed purpose of discussing the 
matter with board members. 

Salary matrix is an accepted slid- 

! ing scale of teacher salaries. Confu- 
sion arises when someone attempts 
to explain how it was derived. Sever- 
al years ago the salaries paid by all 
school systems in the state, by train- 
ing and years of teaching experience, 
were collected in cooperation with 
ABA, the state board of education, 
legieianire, etc. Using some formula 
of highest and lowest salaries for 
each platform, or cell, of education 
and experience and plugging in “oth- 
er factors” a statewide “Salary Ma- 
trix” became part of the state man- 
dated pay for teachers, The 
legislature required school boards 
pay all teachers at least 95% of this 
magic figure. It rises with each leg- 
islative teacher pay raise. There is no 
oe limit on how high teacher sal- 

ies may be set by the local boards. 

The law or “Foundation Pro- 
gram” requires “Teacher salaries 
must be based on a salary schedule 
adopted by the local board, but the 
salary schedule must be at least 95% 
of the salary amounts found in the 
state salary matrix by cell.” 

A memorandum from the State 
Superintendent of Education office, 
dated October 11, 1996, reads: “The 
Legislature never intended to es- 
tablish amounts for individual 
teachers with this matrix, This posi- 
tion was fully understood and sup- 
ported by all parties involved during 
oe development of the Foundation 


. Verbally, people close to the Leg-

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth

islature. 

At that time Elba was paying 
100%, or over, for the first years of 
employment. However, adjustments 
had to be made to bring the most ex- 
perienced teachers, who were mak- 
ing more, but not equal to the “ma- 
trix” up to that 95% figure. This has 
kept pace as the matrix rose through 
several pay raises statewide. 

Pearce told board members it 
would cost the local school system 
$114,900 a year to bring all 79 
teachers up to 100% of this matrix. 
He said the board doesn’t have the 
money and the only way to respond 
if the legislature suddenly required it 
without additional funding would be 
additional taxes or terminating sever- 
al locally funded teacher units. 

Responding to teachers questions 
in an informal discussion following 
the board meeting, Pearce named 
several of the teachers who are local- 
ly funded and would be slated for 
termination if that became the only 
option. One named was among those 
attending and asking for the 100% 
funding of the matrix. Her field of 
expertise is considered important to 
the student's overall education, but 
the attendance numbers don’t qualify 
Elba for the additional state funded 
unit. 

State law requires the school sys- 
tem pay these locally funded units 
the same base pay as the state fund- 
ed units, Presently, the Elba school 
system is funding 11.7 classroom 
teachers without any state help. 

Statewide, early estimates are that 
it would cost in excess of $80 mil- 
lion dollars annually to raise all 
teachers to 100% of the matrix fig- 
ure 


Presently there are 11 school sys- 
tems statewide (out of 127 total) 
which pay at 100% or more of the 
salary matrix at all levels of educa- 
tion and experience, These include 


Enterprise City and Dale County in 
the wogrets area, 
The Elba school system has 35 of 


the most senior teachers (15 years 
teaching experience or more) at 95% 
of the salary matrix, Others of the 79 
total teachers range from 96% up to 
the 100% gue for some newer 
teachers, As these teachers gain ex- 
perience and the related pay raises, 
they will also drop down in per- 
centages of the matix if no adjust- 
ments are made in the system, 
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Also given to the council was a 
status report on various city projects.

Commission reviewing budget adjustment request

Monday’s_ regular bi-monthly 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission lasted forty-five minutes; 
however a work session was planned 
for the afternoon. 

Commission Chairman Tom 
Grimsley opened the business ses- 
sion by commenting that the new 
carpet had been installed in the Elba 
Courthouse. 

“The contractor did a good job 
and its looks real nice and should 
last a long time,” said Grimsley. 

Coffee County Emergency Man- 
agement Agency Director Charlie 
Webb appeared before the commis- 
sion requesting a budget increase. 
He asked that his department’s bud- 
get be increased by $13,590.00. 

Webb explained that the increase 
involved no new monies but simply 
was allowing for monies received 
since the first of the year, by the 
county via of grants and cost shares, 
to be placed in his department’s bud- 
get. 

“These funds will be used to cov- 
er the costs of the communications 
equipment that has been purchased,” 
Webb stated. 

There seemed to be some ques- 
tion as to why some of the monies 
received ($1,157.00) were placed in 
the gasoline fund in lieu of being 
placed in the EMA’s budget. 

After some discussion, Commis- 
sion Chairman Grimsley suggested 
that the matter be studied and that an 
adjustment will be made after re- 
viewing the findings. He made it in 
the form of a motion which was 
passed by a unanimous vote of the 
commission, 

Moving on to other business, 
Grimsley made a motion that Pro- 
bate Judge William Gammill’s re- 


quest for additional help (one per- 
son) be approved. 

In the last meeting of the commis- 
sion, Judge Gammill had asked for 
an additional clerk in the Enterprise 
office. He had noted that in recent 
years, the workload in that office 
had increased greatly.
